The Attorney General of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, through his Office of 

Rate Intervention, and Kentucky Industrial Utility Customers (“KIUC”) request that 

Expert Witness Stephen J. Baron be excused from appearing at the hearing set in this matter 

for August 17-18, 2021.  Mr. Baron has not been subject to any post-hearing discovery in 

this matter; nor has he supplemented his original testimony.     

 In the alternative, the Attorney General and KIUC request the Kentucky Public 
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Service Commission (“Commission”) to allow its witness, Stephen J.  Baron, to testify 

virtually at the upcoming hearing.  Mr.  Baron  is  an  out-of-state  witness  with  medical  

conditions  putting  him  at  increased  risk  of adverse  outcomes  resulting  from  exposure  

to  COVID-19.    Additionally, Mr.  Baron  has  ample  experience testifying  virtually,  

having  done  so  several  times  throughout  the  pandemic.  Accordingly, given these unique 

circumstances, the Attorney General and KIUC respectfully request that Mr.  Baron be 

permitted to testify virtually at the upcoming hearing.   

WHEREFORE, the Attorney General and KIUC respectfully request that the 

Commission grant his motion excusing Mr. Baron or, in the alternative, allowing him to 

testify remotely.
